LONDON, 
Nov. 
21. — The 
allies 
should not abandon their political of­ 
fensive against Germany, 
according 
to Arthur Henderson, because in many 
respents it. in the most dangerous of­ 
fensive the house of Hohenzollern has 
to face. 
Henderson, as leader of the 
labor party, has 
aligned 
with 
him 
some four and a half million voters, 
through the new coalition of his party 
and the co-operative movement. 
“Look at this item in the paper,” 
said the labor leader. 
The item reported the address of the 
crown prince to the latest batch of 
German boys brought to the western 
front to jjin their fathers and broth­ 
ers. 
Discord Being Sown, Claim 
“There are powers at work attempt­ 
ing to sow discord between the Ger­ 
man people and their sovereign, know­ 
ing Germany otherwise in invincible,” 
said the crown prince. 
“It is your 
work also to prevent this" 
And more of the same. 
“Of course Germany is not ‘other­ 
w ise 
invincible’,” 
said 
Henderson. 
“The crown prince pretends not to 
fear the allies' military efforts, but he 
shows a great concern regarding their 
ability to make a wide breach by oth­ 
er means between the kaiser and his 
people. 
The real position is that the 
Germun kaiser and his high command 
realize that their military plans have 
failed. 
They are now at pains to 
prevent their military failure leading 
to a political upheaval at home. 
Summary of Aim * 
“Military victory is not the final aim 
of the allies. 
It is a means to an end. 
It is sought in order to enable them 
to achieve the sort of peace which 
they conceive to be saaontial to pre­ 
vent any further recurrence 
of 
the 
preeent awful struggle and to aecure 
the end of the war for all tim e; a 
peace which will recognize right* of 
peoples to dispose of themselves as 
they think best, and make the world 
safe for democracy, a peace which 
will solve all old griavancea without 
creating new ones and which will ae­ 
cure just recompense for the innocent 
victims of the foul wrongs perpetrated 
by German militarism during the war. 
“Those are, broadly, the aims of the 
allies and it seems to be that to sup­ 
plement military effort by the political 
weapon in order 
more 
quickly 
to 
achieve such an honorable and a last­ 
ing peace would not weaken the allies' 
position hut would strengthen It. 
At W ar With Kaiserism 
"We are at war with the kaiser and 
kaiserism and personally I 
do 
not 
want to see any peace made with kai­ 
serism. 
lf the i>eace settlem ent is to 
have any prospect of 
durability, 
it 
must be made with the German people 
and not with Ute kaiser. 
“President Wilson', who ‘has a pro­ 
found knowledge of real politics and 
whose utterances come nearer to tile 
ideals of democracy than those of any 
other allied statesm an, has seen the 
possibilities of the use of the political 
weapon in this war, and he has cour­ 
ageously defined Ute important dif­ 
ference between the German people 
and its autocratic rulers. 
In this difr 
ferentiation I fully concur with Presi­ 
dent Wilson and I strongly advocate a 
political offensive in order to widen 
the breach between kaiserism and the 
German people. 
Wise Usa of Politics 
“By a ‘political offensive,’ I do not 
mean that Great Britain should reaoit 
to the use of unscrupulous diplomatic 
practices, as Germany has done. 
The 
British people would not tolerate them. 
But I do say that they should m ake a 
wise and discriminate use of legiti­ 
mate political methods, 
which 
are 
open and above board1, and 
which 
mean elimination of secret diplomacy. 
“At present,” he continued, “the al­ 
lies are negotiating with the kaisers 
servants. 
AH the speeches made by 
the German chancellor and replied to 
by allied statesmen constitute the em­ 
ployment of open political means—to 
bring about a settlem ent of the war. 
It is a game of skilled diplomacy, but

“If we really do d re to see a dem­ 
ocratic G erm any we should do all in 
our power to strengthen the democrat­ 
ic elem ents in Germany, 
lf we intend 
that peace w hen it comes shall be a 
democratic and lasting peace, made 
by democratically elected representa­ 
tives of all the people concerned, sure­ 
ly it would be better to address our 
speeches not to the German imi»erial 
chancellor, who is the servant of the 
kaiser, but to the elected representa­ 
tives of the German people. 
“So long as military effort 'it neces­ 
sary there m ust be no slackening on 
the part of the allies, but th at is no 
reason why, side by side with such 
effort, we could not attem pt by a wise 
and sensible use

MENTAL RESEARCH 


Dr. 
Williams 
of 
Whittier 
School Tells of Tests Before 
Present Day Club 


The November m eeting of the Pres­ 
ent Day Club was held 
on 
Monday 
evening, Novem ber 19, at the home of 
Judge and Mrs. W. H. Thomas. 
Mrs. 
Jo h n Clarkson, vice-president of the 
club, presided. 
Mrs. Ella 
Campau, 
accompanied by Mrs. A. J. Padgham, 
opened the m eeting with two charm ­ 
ing songs, 
“M adrigal" 
(Chaminade) 
and “ Haunt of the W itches” (Cassard). 
Dr. 
J. 
Harold 
Williams, 
distin­ 
guished specialist from the departm ent 
of psychological research af the Whit­ 
tier Industrial School for Boys, was 
introduced by Mrs. Clarkson and gave 
an illuminating and intensely interest­ 
ing sketch of his research work in the 
school. 
His talk w as illustrated by 
charts, which gave a clear idea of the 
effect of heredity and alcoholism on 
the m entality of the delinquent boys 
who are cared for at W hittier. 
These boys, whose mental caliber 
ranges 
from 
feeble-mindedness 
to 
thiity-Hve per cent above normal, are 
eived under the age of sixteen years 
and released autom atically at the age 
en twenty-one. 
Upon their entran ce into the institu­ 
tion they are subjected to a series of 
ninety-two tests, by which 
they 
are 
classified as to their capacity for men­ 
tal development. A series of titty tests 
devised by the em inent French psy­ 
chologist, Binet, and others by fore­ 
most American 
scientists, 
comprise 
the ninety-two tests. 
Causes for the delinquency of indi­ 
viduals are followed through a study 
of the environm ent and family from 
which they came, and a record of each 
case preserved on a c h art of the fami­ 
ly history. H ereditary traits are traced 
for generations, and more or less de­ 
le! tive minds accounted for by gen­ 
erations of defectives. 
The growing 
menace of feeble-minded persons who 
are allowed to run riot 
to 
multiply 
their kind, 
com m itting 
crimes 
for 
which they are n eith er 
mentally 
or 
morally responsible, and the legisla­ 
tive steps which are being 
taken 
to 
control tile appalling situation, were 
lot fetidly presented by Dr. Williams. 
Many professional men, doctors, law­ 
yers and ministers, are mem bers of 
the club, and in the discussion which 
followed Dr. W illiam s' talk, a great 
many points of special Interest were 
enlarged upon. 
Dr. 
W illiams’ keen 
insight and the m anifestly sym pathetic 
human element which evidently enters 
largely into the spirit of his research 
work, and withal, his youth, make him 
a man peculiarly fitted to do the great 
work he is doing am ong these unfor­ 
tunate boys. 
The appreciation of the 
club for Dr. W illiams' lecture was ex­ 
pressed by a rising vote.
